LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., Nov. 7 
(AP)—Argentina demanded today 
that the United Nations General 
Assembly disregard Russian vetoes 
in the Security Council and ap- 
prove U.N. membership for Italy, 
Austria, Ireland, Portugal, Fin- 
land and Trans-Jordan. 

Russia has used the veto twice 
against each of these except Fin- 
land and Austria and has used it 
once against those two to bar 
their admission to the U.N. 

Argentine Delegate Joseph Arce 
told the Assembly’s 57-nation Po- 
litical Committee that each of the 
applicant countries should be con- 

dered as having received “favor- 
able” action by the Security 
Council since they each received 
more than the required seven of 
the Council’s 11 votes. 

Sweden joined in the fight to 
broaden the U.N. membership by 
proposing that the Council recon- 
sider the six countries and also 
take up again the applications of 
Albania, Bulgaria, Outer Mongolia, 
Hungary and Romania. The latter 
five, opposed by the United States 
and ers, failed to get the neces- 
sary majority in the Council. Arce 
proposed that action on these be 
postponed until the Assembly's 
1948 session. 

Arce’s Attack on Veto. 

Arce took occasion to deny Rus- 
sian Delegate Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky’s charge that Argentina was 
trying to force Russia out of the

he said. “We don’t want to see 
the Soviet Union do that—we want 
it to show a spirit of co-operation. 

“Small powers. did not sign a 
contract of perpetual slavery to 
the veto. The contract can be 
canceled in 24 hours—we can leave 
U.N. Our submission to the veto 
ig not because we love it, because 
we love peace more.“ 

U.N. circles, however, did not 
take seriously any intimations that 
Russia or smaller powers might 
withdraw. from the U.N., although 
the Soviet boycott. of the commit- 
tee approved “little Assembly” — 
its third of a majority-approved 
body—was viewed by many dele- 
gates as emphasizing the “real 
existence” of two worlds.

Meanwhile the United States, in 
an attempt to effect a compromise 
with Russia, proposed that Brit- 
ain and the Security Council 
agree on a date for terminating 
the British mandate over Pales- 
tine in the proposed partitioning 
of the Holy Land. The United 
States specified, however, that 
the mandate be terminated not 
later than July 1, 1948.

Views on Minority 
As to yielding to the will of the 
majority in the United Nations 
General Assembly in the expecta- 
tion that the Soviet Union one day 
will seek majority compliance, 
Vishinsky gave a qualified answer. 
Suppose that nations commanding 


a two thirds majority sought to 
abolish the Charter, he suggested. 
Russia would never go along with 
that majority. But if minority 
rights are respected, a two thirds 
majority should be binding. 


He sald the United States resolu- 
tion creating the “little Assembly” 
was a direct violation of the Char- 
ter, whereby a major agency is 
created although it is described 
as a subsidiary organ. The Soviet 
Union cannot go for that, he said. 
A majority must respect the inter- 
ests of the minority. There must 
be mutual consideration or the 
minority cannot be expected to go 
along. 

In international affairs, unlike 
domestic politics, the only way a 
sovereign nation can compelled 
to comply with the will of another 
nation is by force of arms. If ever 
the United States loses a major- 
ity, he asked, can it be compelled 
to accept such measures as may 
be deemed incompatible with 
American sovereignty? 

The majority in the United Na- 
tions should not try to dictate to 
the minority, but try and come to 
terms with it, he added. That is 
especially true, ‘Vishinsky said 
with a show of feeling, when the 
minority is led by a nation which 
covers one sixth of the globe, with 
200,000,000 population representing 
180 nationalities. 

For example, Vishinsky named 
10 small Latin American nations, 
which, he added, could hardly be 
found on the map, Is it equitable, 
he asked, for each of those nations 
to have the same vote as the 
Soviet Union? He replied to his 
own question by observing that 
if they will respect Soviet inter- 
ests, Russia can co-operate on 
such a basis. That is his idea of 
co-operation, Vishinsky concluded.

“With regards to the total 
amount: of money spent per child 
on education, Missouri has gone 
from nineteenth place in the na- 
tion in 1931 to thirty-second place 
in 1946,” Hawkins declared. “The 
state is obligated to contribute the 
amount necessary to correct the 


situation.“ 


Touching on alleged inequalities 
in property assessments for school 
tax purposes, Hawkins said that in 
1931 the total assessed valuation of 
all property in Missouri wag $4,- 
700,000,000. 

“In 1946, that valuation had 
slipped to $4,000,000,000—or so the 
county assessors say. It doesn’t 
make sense.”

IGNORES SERUM 
PROPOSAL 


Hedesoch Project te Send Doctors Was Declined 


With Thanks — Epidemic Spreading With 
Deaths Now Up te 6,123

JERUSALEM, Oct. 28.—The 


Hebrew University has offered to send 
tens of thousands of units of serum to 
Egypt to help stem that Moslem coun- 
try’s spread of cholera, which took 3,000 
lives last week. Jewish doctors were 


offered by Hadassah but Egypt has not 


accepted. 
The offer to send serum and even to 


increase the staff to manufacture mil- 
lions of units was sent three weeks ago 
but it remains unanswered. The offer to 
send doctors, which was made by Dr. 
Judah L. Magnes, president of the uni- 
versity, and one of the Hadassah heads, 


was declined with thanks. Despite this. 


the offers still stand, it was announced 
today at the Jewish Agency for Pales- 
tine by Gershon Hirsch, the agency’s 
spokesman. He said: 

“As soon as it became known that 
the cholera eaidemic was serious the 
university called in the head of the 

ogical section and asked what 
amount of serum he could produce in a 
short period. He said that in a week or 
two his department could manufacture 
tens of thousands of units, but if mil- 
lions were needed he would need four 
to six weeks to engage an additional 
staff.” 

Mr. Hirsch said the university in- 
formed the Egyptian Consul of the offer 
and asked for the exact type of cholera 
in Egypt, so the proper serum could be 
made. The consul asked that all this be 
put in writing. This was done, but the 
letter was not answered, Mr. Hirsch 
said. | 

Reports from Cairo said there had 
been 9,000 cases last week and that the 
prospects of checking the epidemic were 
less encouraging. Many villages refused 
serum and these areas were isolated by 
guar ds.

Although no cases have been re- 
ported in Palestine, the whole country 
has become cholera conscious and is 
spreading educational pamphlets, list- 
ing all precautionary measures that 
should be taken. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Oct. 28 (Reuters). 
Another 408 persons died of cholera 
in Egypt in the past twenty-four hours 
and 880 new cases were reported. 
Deaths since the epidemic began Sept. 3 
were put officially at 6,132 today. 

About 1,500 cholera suspects in 
Dekheila camp near Alexandria today 
attacked camp guards in an effort to 
escape when they heard that fifteen 
persons in the camp had the disease. 
Fifteen soldiers and many inmates were 
injured. 

Anxiety was aroused by the disclo- 
sure that in Alexandria, where the chol- 
era epidemic was not thought to have 
struck so severely, there were 1,500 sus- 
pected cases.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AF) — 
The first indictments resulting 
from the death of Joseph Scot- 
toriggio, Republican party work- 
er who was fatally. beaten on 
election day, a year ago, were re- 
turned yesterday by the New York 
County grand jury.

40,000 PLEDGED TO WORK

DIVORCE DECREE 
IN WIFE - TRADING 
SET ASIDE IN BRITAIN 


Judge Rules Neither Party 
Can Claim Adultery 
as und. 


LONDON, Nov. 7 (UP)—Neither 
party in a wife-trading arrange- 
ment can claim adultery as a 
ground for divorce, a British 
judge ruled yesterday after study- 
‘ing a cast involving a former 
British Ambassador, a Spanish 
diplomat and their wives. 

Appeals Court Judge Frederick 
Tucker sét aside the judicial 
separation decree granted by a 
lower court last March to Mrs. 


‘| Clothilde Cavendish-Bentinck. The 


decree ended the diplomatic career 
of her husband, Victor Cavendish- 
Bentinck, who was dismissed as 
Ambassador to Brazil in Septem- 
ber. 

The Ambassador’s wife won the 
decree on the ‘charge that Caven- 
dish-Bentinck had committed 
adultery with several women, 
among them the wife of Francisco 
de Amat y Torres, a Spanish dip- 
lomat. | 

Tucker said a study of the evi- 


dence had convinced him that 


Mrs. Cavendish-Bentinck in turn 
committed adultery with Amat at 
Morzine, France, in 1936—at a 
time when she “was aware that 
her husband had frequently com- 
mitted adultery with a number of 
women, and in particular with 
Mrs. Amat, the corespondent’s 
wife.” 

Although the successful appeal 
presumably made Cavendish-Ben-

N contrast to the rest of Europe, 

the surface of life here is won- 

derfully bustling and prosperous, 
Prague’s baroque palaces and mod- 
ern suburbs could still do with a 
lick of paint.

And the 
people are downright fat. 
Beneath this happy surface, 
however, an ominous and tragic 
fact is only half concealed, 
Czechoslovakia is in the grip of 
a creeping terror. Since the end 
of the war, this has been a show 
place for optimists. It has been 
the place where Communists ruled 
like Democrats, where East and 
West d meet without an inter- 
vening iron.curtain, where human 


freedom survived in the shadow |. 


of Soviet power. 

That period is coming to an end. 
Within. a few months, unless dras- 
tic counter-measures are taken, 
the iron curtain will clank down 
with finality. The terror, now 
creeping underground, will be 
open and unashamed, Czecho- 
slovakia will know the fate of 
Hungary, of Poland, of Romania 
and Bulgaria. 

It — incredible that a free- 
dom-loving people, Western in 
habit and tradition, should accept 
such a fate when there are no 
Soviet troops in Czechoslovakia. 
But the Czechs bear deep scars 
of national neurosis from the ex- 
perience of the last eight years. 
All of them are conscious that 
the Soviet armies in Germany are 
deployed along their borders.

Y tonk ago, the Communists 


made their preparations for the 
event that is now occurring. At 
the head of the army, they placed 
Gen. Svoboda, commander or the 
Czechoslovak corps in Russia 
during the war, rumored holder 
of a party card, and, in any case, 
a man who knows which side of 
his bread is buttered. Almost 
without exception, he has passed 
over western-experienced Czech 
officers and promoted those who 
lave Russian associations. Above 
all, the army’s counter-intelli- 
gence corps, which is really a se- 
eret service, has come under the 
domination of Communists or 
men who will do their bidding. 

The army is infiltrated and neu- 
tralized. The Information Minis- 
try in overtly Communist hands, 
is ready to blare propaganda 
through Soviet-style loudspeakers 
in every town. Most decisive of 
all, the Ministry of the Interior, 
headed by the Communist Nosek, 
has transformed all branches of 
the national police into service 
organizations of the party. With 
complete controle of the labor 
unions, and a considerable number 
of armed partisans, the Commu- 
nists thus hold all the trumps 
for any game of coup d’ etat. 

Needs Links With West. 

To be sure, these trumps have 
long been in Communist hands. 
But until recently even the more 
western-minded Communists, like 
Prime Minister Gottwald and the 
Deputy Foreign Minister Klemen- 
tis, seem to: have believed that 
their role was to play the game. 
the western way. Czechoslovakia 
is economically dependent on its 
links with the West. 

When the Marshall plan was 
announced, Czech Communists 
and non-Communists alike voted 
unanimously to send a delegation 
to the preparatory conference in 
Paris. This occurred after the 
Czechs had been assured that Po- 
land would do likewise by a via- 
iti group From Warsaw, in- 
cluding influential Communist 
members of the Polish Govern- 
ment. 

As every one now knows, the 
Czechs learned their error from 
Stalin in person, At Moscow, 
Gottwald had his head washed by 
the Generalissimo. Under the im- 
plied threat of rupture of the 
Czecho-Soviet alliance, the whole 
cabinet voted unanimously to re- 
verse its previous unanimous vote. 

In the streets of Prague, people 
talked of “the new Munich.” ‘The 
incident showed the Czechs how 
far their independence was im- 
paired. What was far more im- 
portant, it also showed Moscow 
that some spirit of independence 
remained at Prague. The order is 
now known to have gone out at 
once, “Put the screws on.” The 
screws are on today. The major 
manifestation of this fact so far 
has been the arrest of a large 
number of members of the Solvak 
Democratic party on charges of 
collaboration with “Fascist refu- 
gee wreckers.”

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Co-Ops and Taxes 


Should additional taxes be imposed on co- 
operative associations? This politically explo- 
sive question will come to issue before the 
House Ways and Means Committee next week. 
Co-ops, such as the National Co-operative Milk 
Producers’ Federation, say No. Their organized 
enemies, and presumably Congressman Ploes- 
er's co-op baiting committee, say Yes. As a 
matter of fact, the proposed taxes would be 
unjust discrimination, for these reasons: 

1. The consumer co-ops are associations to 
save money by group purchases of groceries, 
clothing, gasoline, housing, insurance, small 
loans, health service and the like. They are 
already fully taxed: They pay, as the House 
Small Business Committee said last year, “all 
city, state and federal taxes incurred by other 
types of retailers, opponents’ assertions to the 
contrary.” 


2. The farmer co-ops either increase their . 


members’ income by joint marketing of their 
products or reduce their expenses by joint pur- 
chases of supplies and equipment. About half 
of these associations are already taxed on the 
same basis as private business corporations. 

3. The other half—the so-called “exempt” 
farm co-ops—are taxed like ordinary corpora- 
tions with these exceptions: They are not sub- 
ject to income, capital stock and stamp taxes. 

Only in the last yroup is there any existing 
exemption—and, according to both the Small 
Business report and a new statement by the 
Treasury, it amounts to very little. There is no 
need to argue the point, because the anti-co-op 
lobby has admitted that its real quarrel is with 
something else. The real quarrel is that the co- 
ops are not in business for profit—and are not 
taxed on profits they do not earn. 

When patrons buy from co-ops, they pay full 
market prices. At the end of the year, the joint 
savings are refunded to them in proportion to 
their purchases. “Patronage dividends,” they are 
called. Thus, if the savings permit a 5 per cent 
refund, the customer who has spent $500 re- 
ceives $25. | 

Critics contend that a 38 per cent corporation 
income tax should be deducted from the $25. To 
do so, however, would be to tax what is not a 
profit but an overcharge. The saving is the 
patrons’ property, held in trust for them. If it 
were taxed as a profit, it would be the same 
as deducting $38 corporation tax from each $100 
John Doe withdraws from his bank account. 

Patronage refunds by co-operatives are ex- 
actly like the “dividends” paid to policyholders 
in mutual insurance companies. No one sug- 
gests taxing the insurance premium refund. 

Eagle Stamps are patronage refunds pure and 
simple. No one suggests taxing either their cost 
to the giver or value to the receiver. 

Patronage refunds by farmer co-operatives are 
in the same case. When a farmer buys through 
his co-op, the refund he gets at the end of the 
year corrects an overcharge. When he sells 
through it, the refund corrects an underpayment 
made to him at the time he surrendered his 
crop. These corrections often swell the farm- 
er's income, but this gain is fully taxable in his 
personal income. 

Business men have formed.many co-ops. The 
Associated Press is awo-op. Co-operative whole- 
sale stores and insurance underwriters are in- 
valuable aids to a legion of small merchants 
and many very large ones. When they earn no 
profits of their own, they pay no income tax. 

It is clear, therefore, that there is. no justice 
in special taxes on savings made by members 
of co-operatives. If they were the subversive 
institutions which their enemies claim, a case 
could be argued for penalizing them anyhow. 

Instead, as Marquis Childs and other stu- 
dents have pointed out, they provide a hopeful 
“middle way” between private monopoly and 
socialism. Co-ops are producers or consumers 
mobilized to protect themselves from exploita- 
tion, neither seeking nor needing special aids ar 
socialistic schemes from government. In the 
words of the Small Business Committee, they 
are “a very successful means of combating 
monopolistic concentrations and, as such, a very 
healthy addition to the American economy.”

A loyalty review board is to be set up 
in the department, and if the discharged em- 
ployes go to it, the charges against them will 
be made specific. 

Secretary Marshall also says that the State 
Department would furnish information in its 
control to the Civil Service Commission if the 
employes should carry their appeals that far. 
This is an improvement on the department’s 
original “‘tell-’em-nothing” attitude. 

But many points are still obscure about this 
bureaucratic procedure. There still is no assur- 
anee that the discharged employes will be al- 
lowed to confront the witnesses against them, 
or that they will be afforded the right to coun- 
sel. There is no assurance that material not in 
the State Department's control—such as perti- 
nent FBI reports, etc.—will be made available. 

It is admitted at once that genuine “top 


secret” information poses a difficult problem 
in cases of this nature, but there is a real pos- 
sibility that nothing of the sort may be in- 
volved most of the time—especially in other 
governmental branches than the diplomatic and 
the military. As things stand, the loyalty order 
still can be used by many a bureaucrat as a 
cover-up or as an instrument of vindictiveness.

There have been three interesting develop- 
ments in the aftermath of the United Air Lines 
DC-6 tragedy that took 52 lives in Utah on Oct. 
24. Considered altogether, they prove that defi- 
nite steps must soon be taken to wipe out an 
airliner hazard that should have been overcome 
long ago—fire in flight. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board authorized re- 
moval of parachute flares (which are believed 
to have figured in the Utah crash) from all 
DC-6 planes. They were carried forward of the 
rear cargo hold, near the cabin heating appa- 
ratus, but outside the cabin itself, according to 
dispatches. Certainly this sounds as though the 
highly inflammable magnesium devices were in 
a rather dangerous location as well as in a 
place that must have been inaccessible when 
aloft. 

A few days later, the CAB’s enforcing and in- 
specting agency, the CAA, ordered removal of 
all fiber glass insulation from Douglas DC-6’s. 
It had been found that in some cases the insula- 
tion became saturated with inflammable fluid 
that might have come from the hydraulic sys- 
tem, according to the United Press dispatches. 

In between these orders, the Air Line Pilots 
Association, representing 97 per cent of all com- 
mercial pilots and co-pilots, issued a strong 
statement through its president, David L. 
Behncke. He declared that their safety recom- 
mendations had been ignored despite repeated 
presentation before Congressional committees. 

Among these recommendations were: Devel- 
opment of a non-inflammable hydraulic fluid; 
development of better fire extinguishers; com- 
plete fireproofing of plane interiors. 

What has to happen before the recommenda- 
tions of these men who fly the airliners are 
heeded? Why wasn’t the magnesium flare haz- 
ard on the DC-6 thought of before? And if the 
hydraulic fluid and the fiber glass combination 
on the DC-6 was dangerous, how does it happen 
that it took the Utah crash to disclose it? Above 
all, are the factors of speed, luxury and payload 
to outweigh the greatest factor of all—safety? 
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For a Fair Hearing 
The, Sanitary Milk Producers’ Co-operative, 
far the largest group of farmers supplying milk

Yet 
the Sanitary Milk Producers lodge a fair com- 
plaint. At least two members of the existing 
committee — Mrs. Virgil Loeb and Mrs. Rose 
Kerber—are known to have been partisans of 
Dr. Bredeck and to have said that criticism of 
his enforcement of the ordinance was merely a 
feint for a drive to weaken the sanitary provi- 
sions of the law. 

This, in our opinion, is an inaccurate and 
prejudiced view. It wholly discounts the find- 
ings of such impartial observers as Dr. Warren 
Waite, Dr. Haven Emerson and Father Brown 
of St. Louis University. 

The Mayor should give the dairymen adequate 
assurance of an objective investigation and a 
fair verdict. 
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The Legion Holds Out a Hand 


Much to its credit, the Executive Committee 
of the American Legion has reversed its stand 
against the admission of refugees from Europe. 
In a resolution, the committee urges that 
America admit “its fair share of displaced Euro- 


peans into the country.“ The need, the resolu- 


tion says, is “urgent and humanitarian.” 

Thus the Legion takes its stand with other 
organizations which have seen the compelling 
need to provide a haven for uprooted people. 

The action of the American -Legion should 
aid materially in prevailing on Congress to pass 
the Stratton bill or some similar measure com- 
mitting the United States to do “its fair share” 
toward the rescue of the homeléss of Europe. 
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New York Junks “PR” 


After a 10-year test, New York City voted 
Tuesday by a heavy majority to junk its scheme 
of proportional representation for the election 
of the City Council, The system was intended 
to permit minority parties to elect members 
in proportion to their numbers, but actually 
it was manipulated so that they elected repre- 
sentation far out of proportion to their size. 

Furthermore, according to the New York 
Times, the Council was splinterized“ as to par- 
ties and became a sounding board for strange 
beliefs, a debating society given over to spe- 
cial pleaders, and was prone to adopt resolu- 
tions on national and international matters 
plainly out of the province of a municipal body. 

As great a failure as the system proved in city 
government, its results have been far more 
tragic when it has been used on a national 
scale. Many of PR’s oldtime supporters, such as 
Max Lerner, concede that it has been a failure 
when applied to national legislatures, although 
they still favor it municipally. 

Much of the democratic impotency of Italy 
and Germany preceding the rise of their dicta- 
tors was caused by the fragmentation of parlia- 
mentary strength due to proportional repre- 
sentation. France suffers grievously for the 
same reason today. It is a commentary on the 
lack of perception of the British and American 
occupation authorities that they have permitted 
the revival of PR in the election of local and 
provincial officials in their zones of Germany. 

On all the evidence, democracy thrives under 
a system of elections which favors the existence 
of only twa major parties at a time. It should 
not be too late to apply this lesson to Germany,

De Gaulle—Cure for French Chaos

Wartime leader can save Fourth Republic from weaknesses which 
doomed the Third, says editorial; declares there is no substance to 
charge he is potential dictator’; he can restore faith in France 
by freeing nation from its psychologically defeated politicians.

Two years ago Gen. De Gaulle stepped 
out of public life in protest against the 
adoption of a Constitution which‘ in his 
opinion neither corresponded with present 
needs nor profited from past mistakes. 


So afraid were the Constitution-makers 
of a strong executive that the President 
cannot dissolve the Assembly. This is done 
by the Assembly itself after a certain time 
limit, in the present 
case next May, and 
then only with a two- 
thirds majority. It 
is probably De 
Gaulle's aim to press 
home this weakness 
till the need for 
change springs to 
French eyes. 


It is partly for his 
attitude toward the 


Constitution that De 


Gaulle is called a po- 
tential dictator. The 
premises give not the 
slightest substance to 
the charge. 


De Gaulle, if he had had the ambition, 
could have become a dictator as soon as 
France had been liberated. At least he 
could have forced acceptance of his ideas 
of a Constitution. No single action van be 
advanced that proves him to have the de- 
sire of a dictator. —

For Constitutional Forms 


On the contrary, he has hitherto shown 
himself wedded to legalistic forms. Those 
proponents of parliamentary democracy 
who are afraid of his demand for a strong 
second chamber and a strong executive re- 
member the France of the last century but 
forget the France of the 308. 


Nowhere were the evils of extreme par- 
liamentarism manifested more than in pre- 
war France. Bryce pointed out these evils. 
A generation ago he warned of the para- 
lyzing consequences of the fragmentation 
of parties, the instability of cabinets, the 
“nitiful”’ weakness of the executive, the 
way the group system engenders intrigue. 


All these weaknesses were found in the 
Third Republic. 


They were carried over 


bodily to the Fourth. How much more 
fortunate are we with our American system 
of a “balanced republic.” And that is all 
that De Gaulle wanted. 

But it is not only his attitude on the Con- 
stitution that has subjected him to the 
suspicions of dictatorial designs, His per- 
sonality has had something to do with it. 
He has endowed his cause with a mystique 
which offends such scientific rationalists 
as the Socialist leader, Leon Blum. 

He is so rigid that he made enemies right 
and left among the wartime Allies. Win- 
ston Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt cordially 
disliked him. 


State Department Puzzle ° 


Their attitude still lingers in the foreign 
offices in London and Washington, and the 
officials there must be watching the turn 
of events in Paris with wryness—wryness 
compounded not only of puzzlement over 
what may be an imminent problem of 
working with De Gaulle, but also of vexa- 
tion that their repeated prognostications 
that he was through have been falsified, 


Without pretending to figure out De 
Gaulle, or going bail for him, we can under- 
stand his position. De Gaulle had to be 
unbending as well as mystical in restoring 
French faith in France. 

When the invasion of North Africa was 
launched, our country worked with French- 
men who were either former collaboration- 
ists or members, of the old school of the 
militarily incompetent and the psychologi- 
cally defeated. With neither of these ele- 
ments could De Gaulle compromise. 


The crisis of leadership in pre-armistice 
France was so profound that no country 
threw up such a body of collaborationists 
among its prewar leaders as did France. 
Accordingly, when we could no longer balk 
at the fact ef Gaullist supremacy, De 
Gaulle cleaned’ fie Augean stables that 
were in danger of becoming part of the 
North African landscape under our aegis. 


The fact that many of the following of 
the great liberal leader in France, Herriot, 
are now ranged on De Gaulle’s side is 
surely proof that they consider De Gaulle 
the only hope of bringing order out of 
chaos in France without the loss of the 
liberties of France.

Russia s Dual Mission 


RUSSIA, THE GIANT THAT CAME LAST, by Joshua 

Kunitz. (Dodd, Mead, New York.) 

Arnold Toynbee describes Communism as 
the second step in the Westernization of 
Russia, the first being the work of Peter. 
The 200 years before Lenin and years since 
Lenin are both attempted retreats from 
the West, by which Russia hopes to leave 
the way open either to enter the Western 
world as an invigorating new element or to 
solidify and vitalize her own world. Russia, 
in this view, is not just another nation, but 
the dominant element in another living 
civilization, the Orthodox Christian, and 
comparable to the whole of Europe rather 
than England, France or the United States. 

Events since the war support such an 
interpretation. Russia's participation in 
international Organizations, as well as her 
national Communist parties, represent her 
hope of leading Western civilization. The 
iron curtain, her policy in the Balkans and 
Poland, her attacks on Turkey, Iran, and 
Korea, all represent her determination to 
re-establish the traditional Orthodox world. 
The bitter quarrels of today are thus not 
just a clash of wills between two great 
powers but a conflict between two civiliza- 
tions. 

* - * 

In general, Mr. Kunitz’s thesis that Len- 
inism is deeply and characteristically Rus- 
sian fits into this over-all view of Russia's 
place in history. Lenin, a devoted and 
careful Marxist, was a force in Westerniz- 
ing Russia, But Marx’s ideas attracted him 
because they fit into the pattern of Rus- 
sian revolutionary thought as it had devel- 
oped through centuries of struggle. 

Moreover, his modifications of the dogma 
of Marx and Engels were adaptations to 
peculiarly Russian circumstances and cus- 
toms. Thus Leninism is not so much a 
Westernization of Russia as a Russianiza- 
tion of certain Western ideas and institu- 
tions. Lenin preached a new democracy, . 
a new concept of the state, a new dialectic, 
and these weapons would not only save the 
Russian sphere, but also enable it to shift 
from defensive to offensive in its struggle 
with the West. 

However, Mr. Kunitz sticks to his point 
so narrowly that he has written not a his- 
tory of Russia but a monograph on Lenin 
and the sources of his ideas. 

Within these limits, he has done an ex- 
cellent job, readable and brilliantly clear. 
By stopping with Lenin’s seizure of power 
in 1917, he gains perspective and ,avoids 
most of the irritation and prejudice aroused 
by recent events. The shortcomings are 
really not the author’s, except that the title 
promises too much, but the reader's. We 
need to know much more about Russia, 
and to know it in this scholarly, dispas- 


sionate way.

It became the 
basis for a new corporation, called 
Donau Chemie. Austria was in 
the bag. 

The Munich agreement, which 
permitted Hitler to enter Czecho- 
slovakia, was not signed until 
Sept. 29, 1938. But in the previous 
May, Farben already was laying 
plans for taking over the two main 
plants of the Prager Verein in 
Falkenau and Aussig, and by 
July had =e “new order” for 
Czechosiovakia’s chemical] indus- 
try ready. 

A week before Munich, one of 
the Farben defendants, Hans 
Kuehne, wrote to two of the oth- 
ers, Fritz Ter Meer and Georg von 
Sechnitzler, congratulating them on 

eir foresight: Two more of the 

efendants, Carl Wurster and 

Hans Kugler, had just been ap- 
pointed “trustees” for the Verein 
plants, whenever they should be 
occupied. 

But Farben had miscalculated 
again, The owners were not Jews 
and couldn’t be peremptorily dis- 
missed.

It was 
simply stripped and left derelict, 
with one important exception: ts 
dispossessed owner, Meurice Szpil- 
vogel, now 76 years old, survived 
two years in the Warsaw ghetto, 
and escaped in the end to Switzer- 
land, 9 

Szpilvogel is expected to testify 
in person before the trial is fin- 
ished. He will tell, among other 
things, how he wrote appealingly 
to his “friend, von Schnitzler, ask- 
ing only permission to live in a 
room of the house he had once 
owned, and’ to work as a laborer 
in the factory that had been his. 

Schnitzler’s answer, which is 
among the captured documents, 
was a heartless observation ‘o his 
self-appointed trustee that “noth- 
ing can be done from here.” 

Farben’s pattern of conquest 
was now complete. Its actions in 
the future were to be but vari- 
tions on these themes, but their 
scope was growing ever larger. 

Drew Over-all Program. 

No longer content with “new or- 
ders” for inidividual countries, 
Farben in 1940 drew up an over- 
all European program, including 
its propesals for its British count- 
erpart, Imperial Chemicals, which 
was to be confined to the British 
isles while Farben took over the 
empire trade. 

In occupied Norway, it squeezed 
out a French concern by enlarg- 
ing the capital stock arbitrarily 
and assigning the new shares to 
itself. 

In France, it connived with Ger- 
man occupation authorities to 
withhold all raw materials from 
the three main French chemical 
concerns, until they agreed to 
combine all their interests in a 
new corporation, called Fran- 
color,” which Farben owned 31 
per cent. 

Russia was a little trickigg. The 
Nazis again wanted some of its 
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All varieties. 
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vast properties for their own vet- 


erans and established semi-public 
corporations to administer the 
conquered regfon. | 


Farben solved that by obtaining 
an interest in these companies 
itself and by insinuating its own 
appointees into most of them. The 
man scheduled, for example, to 
take over the Causasus oil fields 
was Hermann Neubacker, an un- 


dercover Farben employe who al- 
ready had done yeoman service as 
“mayor” of Viertna, 
Another Farben “trustee” -re- 
ported sheepishly he had been un- 
able to assume his new job. The 
inconsiderate Russians still were 
fighting in the rubber plant he 
was to take over in Voronesh. 


This, by no means, is a com- 
plete recital of Farben’s wartime

The Preparation of 
Barbecued Chicken 


NGREDIENTS: Two frying 
chickens (two and one-half to 
three pounds each), one-half cup 
melted margarine, one-third cup 
cider vinegar, two teaspoons Wor- 
cestershire sauce, One small clove 
lic, chopped fine, one teaspoon 
ted onion, one and one-half 
galt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, paprika, one-half cup chili 
sauce. 

Clean chickens thoroughly. Have 
a good saw-tooth knife or a 
pair of poultry shears to split 
them in half, then into quarters. 
Wipe pieces inside and out with 
a dry cloth. Skewer pieces of 
chicken into compact form, seeing 
that the folded wings and the legs 
are pressed snugly against the 
body. This prevents the meat 
from drying out too much.“ Place 
chicken skin * up in a 3 
. pan. rush we 
some of the melted margarine and 
place in a hot oven (450F.). 
Roast 15 minutes. Meanwhile 
combine the rest of the ingre- 
dients. Brush the chicken well 
with this barbecue sauce, reduce 
the heat and continue to cook 
until chicken is tender. Continue 
basting the chicken with the sauce 
every ten minutes. Ten minutes 
before the chicken is done, pour 
in remaining sauce so that it 
may be thoroughly heated and 
blended with the fat and juices 


‘that have accumulated in bottom 


of pan. From 45 minutes to an 
hour are required for. cooking. 
Serves six to eight. 


Spoon Bread 
Heat two cups milk over very 
low heat until skin forms. Do not 


allow it to boil. This is called 
scalding milk and worth remem- 
being. Pour one cup corn meal in 
thin stream into milk, stirring like 
mad. Continue cooking, still stir- 
ring, until it’s a thick mush’ (six 
or seven minutes). Stir in one 
teaspoon salt and four eggs, one 
at a time, stirring hard. Take it 
off the stove. Beat egg whites 
until stiff.

O often quoted in common 
speech. today, the writer notes 
with surprise that the current 
reader's inquiry is the first re- 


quest received for the maxim’s 


history. 

Over three centuries old in Eng- 
lish speech, the admonition Live 
and Let Live” appeared in print 
first in an old collection of Scotch 
Proverbs (D. Fergusson) pub- 


By 1678 the maxim was listed 
in the better known collection of 
Ray’s Proverbs, in this way: “Live 
and let live, le. Do as you would 


be done by. Let such pennyworths 
as your tenants may live under 
ou.“ 

In 1692 it found a place in 
L’Estrange’s “Fables:” “Live and 
let live is the rule of common 
justice.” 

And coming into the saying’s 
modern usage we quote again 
only for the interest of the source, 
one of J. H. Rose’s Lectures on 
the History of the 19th Century— 
a comment on an important his- 
toric figure: “Napoleon had no 
conception of the maxim—‘Live 
and let live.“ His commercial 
ideas were narrowly national.”

IMI CABANNE was “sitting 
and having the jitters” the 
afternoon before the musical, 
“Carousel” opened its St. Louis 
stay at the American Theater.
